nouncement was made at the state 
department today that a commercial 
treaty had been signed 
with Ger­ 
many to replace the similar conven­ 
tion abrogated at the time of the 
war, and that instructions had been 
sent to the minister at The Hague, 
Richard M. Tobin, to begin negotia­ 
tions of a similar treaty with the 
Dutch government. 
The action marks a forward step in 
the purpose of the Washington gov­ 
ernment to make over all of its gen­ 
eral commercial 
agreements 
with 
other countries in the light of chang­ 
ed world conditions due to the world 
war. 
Similar negotiations have been 
in progress at Madrid for 
several 
months and are now ebing conducted 
with the Turkish 
government 
and 
with several Latin-American coun­ 
tries. 
No detailed information con­ 
cerning the negotiations, 
however, 
has been made available here beyond 
that all of the new treaties are to 
rest upon most favored nation treat­ 
ment for American nationals. 
With the signing of the new Ger­ 
man treaty 
another

agreement has been added to the 
list which awaits senate ratification.

Captain H. I. Krans, the skipper j Harding. 
of the steel-hulled rum cask and 
his picturesque crew of nine, stolid, 
bearded, baggy-breeched Dutchmen, 
were paroled in the custody of the 
Dutch consular agent pending ex­ 
amination 
by 
federal 
authorities. 
Meanwhile in the Tombs prison, 
whither they were sent after con­ 
viction of conspiracy to violate the 
prohibition laws, “Mannie” and the 
commander of his rum forces. Mor­ 
ris Sweetwood, received news of the 
capture. 
Counsel for Kessler and Sweet- 
wood later announced that they had 
withdrawn their appeal from the 
sentences of two years imprison­ 
ment in the federal penitentiary at 
Atlanta and would spend Christmas 
behind the bars. 
The Zeehond is owned in The 
Netherlands, according to official 
register. 
But Kessler was believed 
to have controlled all her operations 
insofar as the carrying of 
liquors 
was concerned. 
Captain Krans, with a heavy ac­ 
cent, declared that this was un­ 
true. 
The 2,500 cases of cham­ 
pagne and the numerous cases of 
whiskies 
and 
cordials 
in 
his 
schooner, he insisted, were to be 
taken to a banker in Halifax, wither 
the ship wras bound, according to 
her papers. 
But then Captain Krans cabin 
safe gave up some interesting docu­ 
ments, among them a map of the 
Long Island coast showing the in­ 
lets and other features interesting 
to mariners heading their vessels 
that way. 
There were lists of resi­ 
dents in Long Island coast towns. 
These names were friends and 
acquaintances, the captain said, but 
they are to be used by government 
agents in an investigation of rum 
runnings in the section. 
.The skipper admitted that the 
Zeehond had been lying in rum 
row for a W’eek or more, but not to 
discharge any of her cargo.

row was a resting place, he said, 
and he had anchored down there 
to repair a donkey engine. 
The

SUIT CASE MYSTERY 
IS FINALLY SOLVED 


CAMBRIDGE, 
Mass., 
Dec. 
8.— 
The solution of the “suit-caco mys­ 
tery,** one of the most sensational 
eases to come before the police of 
Massachusetts in years, was written 
today when Dr. William H. Robb, 
held under an indictment for first 
degree murder in connection with 
the death of Mrs. Alice M. Wolsch- 
endrof of East Bridgewater, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of Illegal surgery 
in Middlesex Superior Court.

July 1913, Henry Williams, attempt­ 
ed to attack the late Captain J. M.

Again Queen was

“In the livestock group, hogs and 
beef cattle were down from the pre­ 
vious month, while sheep and lambs 
were up. 
Horse and mule work 
stock are tending downward.

pared to a year ago beef cattle, 
lambs, milk cow s and wool are high­ 
er, while hogs, vealers, sheep, cow­ 
hides, horses and mules are lower. 
The price movement in grain is con­ 
siderably mixed, as corn is down, 
oats up slightly, rye and wheat prac­ 
tically the same as in October, but 
hay is up with only a slight change 
in prairie hay. 
From November,

Capitol on the cover, printed in gold. 
State officials will receive special 
bound copies tomorrow, and it is ex­ 
pected that regular copies will be re­ 
ceived fast enough to complete most 
distribution within the next ten days. 
Each member of th State Senate will 
receive IOO copies, and each member 
of the House 
50 
for 
distribution 
among friends. 
Every newspaper in 
the state and every library will re- 
reive a copy. 
The actual work of assembling and 
editing fell to the lot of Charles A. 
Fear, of Joplin, a former newspaper 
man, who is an employe of the Secret 
tary of State’s office. 
The publica­ 
tion contains 910 pages, and is, ac­ 
cordingly, about the size of the last 
publication, which covers the years 
1921 and 1922.

MALL cakes and cookies that 
will keep are most desirable at 
this season, when much entertain­ 
ing is done. A well-stocked cooky 
jar or cake box gives the housewife 
a comfortable feeling of assurance. 
Bail 
Cakes.—Sift all 
together, 
two cupfuls of pastry flour, one 
teaspoonful of baking powder, two 
teaspoonfuls 
of 
cinnamon, 
one- 
fourth of a teaspoonful of cloves, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of nut­ 
meg, add one cupful of sugar, three 
eggs unbeaten, one-fourth of a cup­ 
ful of citron chopped, tile grated 
riDd of half an orange, and one-half 
teaspoonful of salt. 
Mix well and 
with well-floured hands make the 
mixture into small balls the size 
of a walnut. Bake on well-greased 
cooky sheet one-half inch apart in 
a quick oven. 
Caraway Nibbles.—Take one cup­ 
ful of raised bread dough, two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of butter, 
one 
tea­ 
spoonful of salt. 
Scald one cupful 
of milk, add the butter and salt to 
it and when cool add the sponge 
with a cupful of sugar, one well- 
beaten egg and one and one-half 
tablespoonfuls of caraway seeds. 
Add flour fo knead, let rise until 
double its bulk, knead and roll in­ 
to a half-inch sheet and cut into 
small biscuits. 
Place in a greased 
pan two inches apart and let rise. 
Soft Molasses Cookies.—Take one 
cupful each of shortening, brown 
sugar, Porto Rico molasses, sour 
milk, two teaspoonfuls of soda, one 
•teaspoonful each of salt, ginger, 
cinnamon, 
one 
tablespoonful 
of 
vinegar, with about five cupfuls of 
pastry flour. Cream the shortening, 
add the sugar, molasses and sour 
milk. 
Sift three cupfuls of the 
flour with the dry*ingcedlents, add 
to the first mixture with the vine­ 
gar and the remaining flour; mix 
and let stand over night to chill. 
Roll out in the morning and cut in­ 
to desired 
shapes. 
Bake fifteen 
minutes. Do not roll too thin.

DIG UP CARCASS OF 
MAMMOTH IN SAND 


By the Associated Press. 
MELBOURNE, 
Fla., Dec. 8.—The 
bones of a Columbian mammoth, 12 
feet high and 24 feet long, were dug 
from tile sand, shell-marl and muck 
bed of Crane’s Creek here yesterday 
by Professor Fred B. Loomis of the 
geological department of the 
Am­ 
herst College. 
The mammoth, mired down in the 
mud in the 
second 
glacial 
period 


about 50,000 years ago, according to 
Dr. Loomis. 
He expressed the opin­ 
ion that it was forced south by the 
ice into a latitude where no proper 
food existed. 
Four big teeth were 
found, all of the left thigh bone and 
part of the right, and 
upper 
arm 
bone, 15 vertebrae, twenty ribs, foot 
bones and four feet of tusk, eight 
inches in diameter. 
Also there was found bones of an 
extinct Florida deer and other small 
animals. 
The tusks of the mammoth show­ 
ed that originally they were eight 


feet long and indicated an animal 25 
per cent larger than the Asiatic ele­ 
phant, Dr. Loomis said.

I. 
The Gospel Spreads to Samaria 
(Acts 8:4 8; 14-17; 25). 
1. 
Philip Preaching the Gospel in 
Samaria (vv. 4-8). 
Following the ston­ 
ing of Stephen the enemies of the Lord 
were more active than ever in their 
efforts to stamp out the new faith. 
With Saul as their leader they dragged 
from their homes and imprisoned those 
who confessed Chris*, but the Devil 
overreached himself in this, for this 
scattered 
the believers 
everywhere, 
and they preached the Gospel as they 
went. The time had now come for the 
witness-bearing to extend beyond Je­ 
rusalem and Judea as the Lord had 
commanded. 
The Lord permitted the 
persecution so as 
to 
scatter them. 
2. 
Peter and John Visit Samaria 
(vv. 14-17; 25). 
When the Apostles 
heard of Philip’s work in Samaria they 
sent two of their best men to encourage 
it. 
These men had discernment to 
know that the spirit had not yet fallen 
upon the believers, so they laid hands 
upon them and the Spirit was given 
them. 
These Samaritans were really 
converted, regenerated, but had not yet 
been filled with the Spirit. In this they 
were like many church members today 
without the Spirit's gift. 
8. Philip Preaching to the Ethiopian 
Eunuch (Acts 8:30-40). 
In the con­ 
version of the eunuch we see the Lord's 
work still broadening. The Gospel was 
first preached to the Samaritans who 
were nationally on the borderland be­ 
tween the Jews and the Gentiles. This 
Ethiopian was In all probability a Gen­ 
tile, a proselyte to the Jewish faith. In 
his conversion we see the work reach­ 
ing afar, even on Its way to the end! 
of the earth. By divine direction Philip 
left his great work in Samaria and was 
directed to the eunuch. 
The Spirit of 
God directed him to go and .loin him­ 
self to the chariot of the Ethiopian. 
The coming together of these two men 
In the desert was providential. (I) The 
eunuch's employment on the way. 
He 
was reading the Word of God. (2) The 
absolute need of a preacher. 
The 
eunuch was reading 
the 
fifty-third 
chapter of isaiah, one of the clearest 
testimonies of the Messiah In the Old 
Testament, yet was unable to under­ 
stand It. The one thing needed In the 
salvation of men is for the saved man 
to bring the message to the unsaved. 
(3) The message of Philip was Jesus. 
He 
began 
at 
the 
Scriptures 
and 
preached Jesus. The central theme of 
the preacher’s message should be Je­ 
sus. 
(4) The eunuch baptized. 
As a 
consequence of Philip’s preaching the 
minuch proposed baptism. 
Men who 
accept the message of salvation 
In 
Christ naturally demand baptism. 
II. The Conversion of Saul (Acts 9: 
1-30). 
The great apostle of the Gentiles is 
now' laid hold of by the Lord Jesus and 
made a flaming evangel of the Cross to j 
the whole world. We thus see the Lord | 
making ready for the widest dissemi­ 
nation of the Gospel of His grace. 
III. 
The Gospel Spreads to Asia 
Minor (Acts 9:31-15:35). 
1. 
Peter at Jeppa (Acts 9:32-43). 
On his tour of evangelizing Peter came 
down to Joppa and lodged with Simon, 
a tanner. This shows the widening of 
his sympathy in that a Jew was willing 
to lodge with one of such an occupa­ 
tion. 
2. The Conversion of Cornelius (Acts 
IO). 
In the conversion of this Gentile 
and the coming of the Spirit upon him, 
the middle wall of partition between 
Jew and Gentile was broken down. 
The way was now open for the further 
outreach of the Gospel. 
3. 
Paul’s First Missionary Journey 
(Acts 13, 14). The Spirit of God now 
came upon the church for the definite 
purpose of preaching the Gospel to the 
whole world. 
Paul and Barnabas with 
John Mark went out preachibg the 
Gospel through the provinces of Asia 
Minor, 
4. 
The Conditions of Gentile Salva­ 
tion Settled (Acts 15:1-35). Before the 
Gospel could be preached to the whole 
world the dispute in the church over 
the condition of Gentile salvation had 
to be aettled, so a council was held at 
Jerusalem in w'hich these condition* 
Ivere clearly aet tied.

REPORT PAYMENT 
ON MEXICAN DEBT 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW "VORK, Dec. 8.—Announcing 
that sufficient funds 
had been re­ 
mitted by the Mexican government 
to provide the first year's service on 
bonds now deposited, 
the 
Interna­ 
tional Committee of Bankers on Mex­ 
ico that declared the plan of debt re­ 
adjustm ent operative. 
Simultaneous announcements were 
made in New’ York, London. Paris 
and Mexico City and official adver­ 
tisements declaring the plan operat­ 
ive wiH be published in newspapers 
in these cities tomorrow morning. 
Today’s action marked 
the 
con­ 
summation of steps started February 
24, 1919, when formation of the In­ 
ternational Committee of 
Bankers 
was undertaken. 
The agreement for the resumption 
of interest payments on the Mexican 
external debt aggregating $500,600,- j 
OOO in principal, was signed in New 
York in June, 1922, after conferences 
here at which Mexico was represent-' 
ed by Adolfo de la Huerta, then min I 
ister of finance. 
The 
official announcement says 
sufficient progress has been 
made 
both in the deposit of bonds and in 
making available funds for bond in­ 
terest service in 1923 to justify the 
international committee in declaring 
the plan operative. 
“Not only has there been remittee* 
more than sufficient to provide the 
first year’s service on bonds 
now 
deposited/’ said an official statement 
by Thomas W. Lamont of J. P. Mor­ 
gan and Company, chairman of the 
international committee in the Unit­ 
ed States, “but the minimum fund of 
$15,000,000 United States gold cov­ 
ering the first year’s debt service on 
all the $500,000,000 or more bonds 
included within the agreement vir­ 
tually has been completed.

WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
8.—Theat- 
tention of the 
supreme 
court has 
been directed to the controversies 
pending in low*er federal courts over 
the right* of congress to restrict the 
quantity of intoxicating liquor w’hich 
physicians may prescribe to patients. 
W ith the permission of the govern­ 
ment, Dr. Samuel W. Lambert, presi­ 
dent of the Association for the Pro­ 
tection of Consitutional Rights, has 
filed with the court a brief present­ 
ing the argum ents w'hich resulted in 
a decision by Judge Knox at New' 
York, holding unconstitutional that 
part of the Volstead act which pro­ 
hibits physicians 
from 
prescribing 
for any patient more than one pint of 
liquor in ten days. 
Expressing regret that the govern­ 
ment had refused to join in having 
the decision of Judge Knox expedited
